Black ten has been cured simply by 
drying it in the sun. 
Hut green tea 
has b e n cured by the Japanese and 
Chinese by a quicker process. 
The 
fresh pbe ked tea leaves are put in a 
I>ot over a fire. 
As they are dried the 
Chinaman or Japanese who stands over 
the pot rakes over the leaves constant­ 
ly with his fingers and sprinkles them 
with small J inches of a certain mys­ 
terious powder. 
* 


Powder Used to Color. 
Ko little of this powder is used that 
one pinch w ill color a v hole chest of 
fifty pounds. 
It’s just a Chinese pow­ 
der. 
No on" knows where the » ’hi* 
nese get it or exactly what change it 
makes in the leaves during the tiring 
process. 
It makes the drying leaves 
change from an unattractive yellow to 
a lustrous green, and it also preserves 
them so that they can stand the long 
sea voyage, which until half a century 
ago 
meant 
a 
four 
months’ 
voyage 
around ( ’ape Horn. 
It is the use of this powder by the 
Chines*, anil Japanese that 
the tea 
board at "Washington is going to stop. 
The board made an agreement with 
the ten merchants of the country that 
no more tea colored and preserved with 
the powder should be imported and 
sold in this country uft'*r M ay I. 
The 
board also warned the business men 
of China and Jap an who oversee the 
picking and 
preserving 
of 
the 
tea 
leaves that they must find another w ay 
to preserve green tea. 


Result of Pure Food Law. 
The order of the tea board is the re 
suit of the I aire food law. 
Under the 
pure food law every kind of food which 
is artificially colored must have a la­ 
bel stating the 
fact pasted on the 
package. 
When the board <>f tea ex­ 
perts at Washington found that this 
section of the pure food law w as going 
to apply to tea they held a meeting and 
decided that tin* use of labels saying 
that green tea was artificially colored 
would m ake a bad impression on run 
toolers and would give them the notion 
that green tea was adulterated, which 
is not so. 
Green tea is no more adulterated 
than black tea Is. 
The two kinds of 
tea borne from exactly the same leaf. 
but are merely preserved in a different 
way. The black teji is dried in the sun 
and is preserved by a sort of natural 
process o f fermentation. 
The green 
tea is put in a pot over a fire, and the 
preserving 
and 
coloring 
powder 
is 
sprinkled over it. 
The difference in 
taste between the tw o kinds of tea 
merely comes from the difference in 
their firing processes. 


Difference In Teas. 
The black tea, beiug left out in the 
sun to dry for a long time in a natural 
w ay, has a thick, stout, m alty flavor. 
The green tea, being fired quickly over 
a fire, acquires a thinner, more acrid 
aroma. 
The pinch of coloring matter 
which is sprinkled over it doesn’t make 
any difference in the flavor at all. For 
this reason the omission of tin* color­ 
ing matter in future w ill not make 
much difference in the consumption of 
greet) tea by Americans. 
Some Am erican green tea drinkers 
may shift t<- black tea. but most of 
them w ill continue to use the artificial­ 
ly fired tea, whose peculiar aroma they 
have alw ays liked so much. 
They will 
have to get used to its natural yellow 
color, that Is all. 
The chief Inconvenience w ill fall on 
the Japanese and Chinese, who have 
been preparing the green tea In the 
past. 
The us., of the coloring matter 
has alw ays tended to preserve the tea 
for the Pacific* voyage: now the Ja p a ­ 
nese and Chinese w ill have to “ fire” it a 
little longer. 
This w ill inconvenience 
them, and they w ill probably think our 
government 
unduly finical. 
Perhaps 
It w ill give them tin additional reason 
for criticising us.

Government 
Puts

Welsh Rabbit. 
A fter conducting experim ents w ith 
cheese as a food for several w eeks the 
U nited States d e p a rtm e n t of agricul­ 
tu re has officially indorsed cheese and 
has declared that the W elsh rabbit is 
a m uch maligned dish. 
Secretary of 
A griculture Wilson has ju s t issued a 
form al bulletin giving the results of 
th e experim ents a n d singing th e praises 
of A m erican cheese. 
“Cheese can no longer he discrim i­ 
nated against,” say s the d e p a rtm e n t’s 
bulletin, “because of a suspicion that 
it is not a healthful food. 
T he ab so­ 
lute lack of any distu rb an ce of the 
general health of th e sub jects used in 
th** experim ents is {(roof th a t cheese 
can be eaten in large q u antities w ith ­ 
out d an g e r to health,” 
T he secretary ’s bulletin, w hich Is p re ­ 
pared by C. F. Donne, assistant d a iry ­ 
m an of the d e p artm en t of agriculture, 
deplores the fact th a t cheese is used 
by A m ericans chiefly as a m atte r of 
flavoring. 
This is all wrong. 
It ought 
to he consum ed in larger quantities, 
according to Secretary 
Wilson. 
E a t 
more cheese is the general refrain of 
the report. 
T he consum ing public, es­ 
pecially that part of it which needs 
to practice economy in buying food, 
w ould do well to turn its attention a 
little more tow ard cheese are the de­ 
p a rtm e n t's own 
w ords in regard to 
this m atter. 
T he fact is brought out in the re­ 
port th a t m any of th e volunteers who 
w ere caged and stuffed with cheese 
w ere W esleyan university stud en ts at 
M iddletown. Conn. 
“T h e w ork a t M id­ 
dletow n,” says the report, “ w'as plan­ 
ned to include green and ripe cheese, 
or cheese as soon a f te r it was m ade as 
it. w as possible to ship sam ples to M id­ 
dletown, and cheese in uh stag es of 
ripening up to the point w here it w as 
brew ing, unfit for consum ption. 
A total of fourteen cheese experi­ 
m ents w ere m ade at W esleyan, and 
sixty-five human subjects, the m ost of 
them college students, availed them 
selves of an opportunity to till up on 
free cheese. 
Each u n d erg rad u ate who 
applied got a t least a three day diet 
of cheese, but one subject liked ii so 
well th a t he sub m itted to fourteen ex­ 
perim ents of three days each, a forty- 
tw o day cheese debauch. 
The d e p a rt­ 
m ent's report says th at the stud ents 
ranged from the ages of nineteen to 
thirty-tw o years, indicating apparently 
th a t some g rad u ates or solemn look­ 
ing professors also joined tile cheese 
testing brigade. 
T h e stu d en ts were not hold down ab 
solutely to cheese. 
T hey got a few* 
slices of bread with the crust rem ov­ 
ed. som e bananas an d now’ and then. 
as a treat, a dose of charcoal. 
T he 
charcoal was taken in capsule form, 
an d everything else possible w as done 
to m ake the tests novel and pleasing. 
F o r instance, the stu d e n ts w ere not 
com pelled to bite into a lump of the 
cheese, for it w as cu t into small pieces 
and then run through a finely g ra d u ­ 
ated m eat chopper. W hen the students 
received It it bore absolutely no re- 
se tabla nee to the cheese that is eaten 
w ith a pretzel, but looked m ore like a 
dish of breakfast food. 
T he report says th at a 
pound of 
cheese has nearly the sam e food value 
as tw o pounds of fresh beef or any 
o th e r fresh meat. 
It Is w orth as much 
as or m ore than a pound of ham and 
is m ore digestible an d is equal to two 
pounds of eggs and three pounds of 
fish. 
In price good cheese costs about 
a third more than round steak and 
tw ice as much as the cheaper boil­ 
ing 
beef 
and 
costs 
practically 
tile 
sa m e p er pound as sm oked ham or 
bacon. 
T he dep artm en t says th a t the 
only w ay to account for the co m para­ 
tively limited dem and for cheese is on 
th e basis of custom an d lack of know l­ 
edge.
